But what is unusual concern­ 
ing .strategy pions now devel­ 
oping is that the negative fac­ 
ets of the Democratic Leader 
Administnation will share al­ 
most equal hilling. 
How well it will pay off will 
b - determined at the finish line 
a year from now.
